Richard Manefielé, the most important 
American actor of the present generation, 
died at his summer home here early today. 

His death, while it was not unlooked for by 
his physicians and immediate family, came 
with unexpected suddenness. 

Just a week ago, shortly after his return 
from the transatlantic trip, taken in the 
vain hope of restoring the health he had 
sacrificed to his art, Mr. Mansfield and his 
family returned to their beautiful summer 
home here. Mr. Mansfield knew then that 
hie end was approaching and ne awaited it 
courageously. 


Dies Bravely as He Lived. 

Until within the last few days he remained 
cheerful and his own fortitude bore up his 
wife and young son, both of whom knew 
they soon were to lose him. The courage 
with which the great actor bowed to bis 
fate at the prime of his life and at the height 
of his career was typical of the indomitable 
will power that lifted him to an eminence “~~

Since he returned here he made a brave 1 
attempt to be on his feet and appear on the 
road to recovery. Many of his friends saw — 
him walking in his garden and chatted with ne 
him.

Several banks of Chicago are awaiting 
with interest the result of an audit of the 
books of the Belding-Hall Manufacturing 
company, 196 Monroe street.

He left ten days ago. 

It is said there is $500,000 worth of com- 
mercial paper outstanding against the 
company. Mr. Hall's attorney denies he is 
a defaulter; bankers who are creditors say 
that only the completion of the audit will 
settle whether he is or not. He owes the 
benks money. This his attorney admits, 
It is reported he has taken money from the 
company for his own speculations. This his 
attorney does not admit. One bank at least 
is not hopeful of getting back the $20,000 
it lent the concern. 

Gen. E. C. Young, the secretary of the 
company—republican candidate for city 
treasurer last spring—was disinclined to dia- 
cuss the matter. 

Makes Statement to Lawyer. 

The company is engaged in the manufac- 
ture of refrigerators, and has a factory at 
Belding, Mich., big offices here, and branches 
in other cities. It has been growing rapidly in 
business. The first intimation any of Presi- 
dent Hall’s business associates had that any- 
thing was wrong with the company was on 
Aug. A. On that date Percy B. Eckhart, at- 
torney forthe corporation, informed the cred- 
itore that Mr. Hall had made a statement to 
him. The text of this has not been divulged, 
but it is eaid to have been in effect that 
through the use of the firm's name Mr. Hall

Schools for authors, in which those inclined 
toward literature as a profession may be- 
come real poets or novelists, is the new 
proposal of Walter Hines Page, editor of 
The World's Work, for the uplift of litera- 
ture in America. He believes the colleges 
should add to their departments post gradu- 
ate courses in the art of writing to stem 
the tide of poor composition. 

Make the students write 1,000 words a day 
and insist on the professor doing likewise, 
Mr. Page advises. The professors need the 
training as badly as the embryo literateurs, 
he believes. Let the students keep up the 
daily toll for three or four years, by whieh 
time they will have written from tweive to 
sixteen volumes, and then, if they are good, 
admit them to the profession. 

Mr. Page's views were expressed at the 
University of Chicago yesterday in the con- 
vocation address of the sixty-fourth gradu-

Most good writers are taught by 
long practice. 


Train Horse Docter, but Not Writer. 


“In educational institutions we train the 
dentist, horse doctor, engineer, cook, and 
sociologist, but the writer has no chance. 
I'am bold enough to say that post-graduate 
schools are necessary for the sake of the 
university alone. 

Neglect of the art of expression is gen- 
eral. There seems to be a contempt for it, 
generally. This is particularly true among 
professors. When they try to write plainly 
and clearly so that the ordinary person may 
follow them they are accused of popularizing 
—of playing to the gallery. But Huxley was 
not such a writer. 

Today it is not considered good form to 
write well. It is considered a mark of weak- 
ness. Investigation monopolizes the aca- 
demic life to the exclusion of good writing. 
We are not giving to the people the know}l-

„% No man can write well unless he has 
written a great deal. It isa profound convic- 
tion of mine that we will lose the writing soul 
if we ever expect to save it by scholarship 
alone. The test of good ability is that some- 
body reads it with pleasure. The main thing 
of this college is not to acquire informatioa, 
but skill, to write every day and to practice 
all the living forms of composition. 


Sonnet, or 1,000 Words Each Day. 

“Start in probably with narrative. Write 
1,000 worde a day and make the teacher do 
the same. Study not only the choice of words, 
construction, and elementary things, but 
the whole piece of work and style. Also 
have practice in verse. For those poetically 
inclined make them write a sonnet every 
day for a term. Also have a definite, well 
planned couree in literature and the lan- 
guages.

PRINCE'S MESSAGE | 
Wilhelm of Sweden Brings 4 


Greeting to Countrymen 
in America. 


BOND IN CHAIN OF LOVE. 


Visits Hippodrome, Pays Trib 
ute to Woman, and Takes 
In Newspaper Row. 


New York, Aug. 30.—[{Special.]—Prince 
Wilhelm, speaking tonight at a dinner given 
in his honor at the Hotel Astor by the Swedes 
of New York, delivered a message of good 
will from his countrymen to the sons of the 
fatherland who have taken up their homes on 
this side of the Atlantic. It was the prince’s 
first public speech since he arrived. 

I congratulate you,” he said, speaking 
in his native tongue, “ upon the citizens of 
this great country. I have been here only 
a short time, but wherever I have been, 
whether with the president or the humble 
laborer, Sweden and Swedes have always 
been spoken of in most complimentary terms. 

“But I not only have heard about the 
Swedes in this country; I also have seen 
them, and I have found that Swedish will 
power and Swedish brains have done a great 
deal in developing American industries. 1 
have seen the Swedes here working not only 
for their own good but for the good of their 
new fatherland. I have found also that even 
if they have been successful in this country 
they all speak lovingly of their old father- 
land. We may well be proud of the Swedes 
in America. 

Golden Chain of Love. 

“Last spring.“ continued the prince, 1 
went to a banquet of the Swedish-American 
society in Stockholm, The society's Shield 
is a gilded chain stretching across the ocean 
uniting the two countries. This chain in 
reality is not made of gilded dollars and’ 
kronor [Swedish crowns], but it is and must 
be gilded by a deep interest at home in the 
welfare of the Swedish-Americans and the 
love of the old fatherland by the Swedes 
in this country. This is the golden chain 
that united the two oountries and draws 
their peoples together in mutual interest. 

“It is not long since I left Sweden, and 1 
can, therefore, with good reason, bring te 

all of you the greetings of Sweden. She 
does not forget her sons and daughters who 
have left her, but follows them with the 
greatest interest to the world in the west. 
We are mostly Swedes here tonight, and this 
thought is with all of us: To be born a 
Bwede is to have the greatest heritage on 
earth—to be called a Swede.” 


Visits the Hippodrome. 

Prince Wilhelm started the day with « 
visit to the Hippodrome, where he saw a 
dress rehearsal of ‘‘ Neptune's Daughter’s,”’ 
and one or two new numbers. The prince 
and his suite walked over from the Hotel 
Astor.

WHAT CHICAGO’S PROPOSED CHARTER MEANS.

Increased Taxing Power to Provide a Larger Municipal Revenue. 


] 


NE of the principal reasons for the 
formation of a new charter was 
the lack of municipal revenue. It 
was generally conceded that the 

City of Chicago was seriously hampered 
yy. the condition of its finances, and un- 
able to perform adequately its proper 
functions. Upon this point there was 
general agreement. In the revenue com- 
mittee of the convéntion, and in the con- 
vention itself, the necessity for increased 
revenue was never challenged. The fol- 
lowing table, taken from the United 
States census bulletin No. 50, is in- 
structive:

The recent incréase in saloon licenses 
and in the valuation of property will 
probably make Chicago's figure about 
$21.50 or $22; but this is far below the 
average. Chicago is below European 
cities, even, where the cost of labor is 
lower and administration more eco- 
nomical than here. London's income is 
$21.40 per capita, Paris has $25.48, and 
Berlin $22.20. In short, the municipal 
income of Chicago is lower than that of 
any other modern metropolitan city. 

At the same time, the great area of the 
city increases the cost of government 
disproportionately. Chicago has 4,235 
miles of streets, while New York reckons 
2,589 and Philadelphia 1,661. This ex- 
tensive territory involves additional out- 
lay for police protection, street paving, 
street cleaning, sewers, and numerous 
other expenses. The practical result is 
that municipal services have been badly 
carried on in Chicago, and that the city 
has suffered not only in appearance and 
in comfort but in dollars and cents. No 
doubt a part of this difficulty has been 
due to mismanagement, but by no means 
all of it; for municipal authorities, how- 
ever energetic and economical, cannot 
make bricks without straw.

Not only has the city been too poor to 
provide efficient service, but its poverty 
has helped to make it poorer. Compelled 
to borrow each year in anticipation of 
incoming revenues, the city has expended 
thousands of dollars annually in interest 
on funds temporarily borrowed. In 1904 
this item alone cost Chicago. some $250,- 
000. Nor was this all. As the credit 
of the city was poor and its time of 
payment uncertain, it was compelled to 
pay higher prices for its purchases, just 
as any other poor customer. Nor could 
it discount its bills, and thus cut down 
materially its expenses. In this way 
literally millions of dollars have been last 
in the last few years. A city living 
from hand to mouth cannot expect ‘to 
economize in a businesslike way any more 
than a private corporation or a. private 
individual. What may have seemed to

some municipal economy has been, in 
reality, the wildest sort of extravagance. 
The charter convention provided for an 


Werease in the taxing power of the city 


and fixed a minimum rate of 5 per cent, 
exclusive of the amount necessary to pay 
interest on bonds and to provide a sinking 
fund for the retirement of the bonds, and 
at the same time provided for the repeal 
of the so-called Juul law. This rate was 


fixed after careful deliberation not only 


by the regular revenue committee of the 
convention but by a special committee 
appointed for this particular purpose. 
This special committee was composed of 
Ald. Bennett, chairman of the finance 
committee of the city council; Frank G. 
Hoyne, president of the real estate board; 
Raymond Robins, B. A. Eckhart, John G. 
Shedd, and the writer. The only serious 
point of controversy in the committee was 
whether the rate should be fixed at 4% 
per cent or at ö per cent. The latter rate 
of 5 per cent was finally agreed upon by 
the committee and adopted without a dis- 
senting voice by the convention. 
— 


An examination of the flgures presented 
to this committee shows conclusively that 
no other rate than either 414 per cent or 
5 per cent could have been adopted if the 
revenues of the city were to be appre- 
ciably increased. It appeared that the 
present net revenue of the city from taxa- 
tion (excluding interest and sinking fund) 
is $15,400,000; that 4% per cent would 
yield, on the present valuation, $19,181,- 
000; and that a 5 per cent rate would 
yield the amount of $21,313,000. Bearing 
in mind the fact that the special assess- 
ment provisions of the charter contem- 
plate an additional annual expenditure of 
about $1,500,000, it will be readily seen 
that any other figure than the one selected 
was practically out of the question as a 
maximum rate in a charter of any per- 
manence. 

The Municipal courts, newly estab- 
lished, will alone necessitate an annual 
expenditure of $300,000 for maintenance, 
while street cleaning, street lighting. 
sewer cleaning, schools, and parks require, 
and will continue to require, increasing 
annual appropriations. A 4% per cent 
rate would have been nothing more than 
a temporary makeshift, and would havc 
left no room for development and no mar- 
gin of increase. This difference, then, be- 
tween 4% and 5 per cent, or of 1 mill on 
the full value of the property, was the 
only one that arose in the committee, and 
their result was not questioned by any 
member of the convention when the report 
was made to that body. 

The increase in taxation arising from 
the tax levy necessary to provide for in- 
terest on bonds and the sinking fund wiil 
naturally depend upon the amount of 
bonds outstanding. The maximum in- 
crease of indebtedness, on the basis of 
the present valuation of property, is about 
$40,000,000. Each issue of bonds re- 
quires the approval of the people, how-

If we say $8 we have a rate of $1.60 
on the. assessed valuation, or a little over 
1 per cent on the full value of real prop- 
erty, and, of course, mch less on the full 
value of personal property. It should be 
observed that the sanitary district rate of 
$1 is intended as a temporary rate only, 
and that any readjustment of the state 
revenue system is likely to eliminate the 
state tax of 50 cents altogether, in line 
with the action of New York and other 
states, 

If we compare the maximum rates at 
present and under the new charter, as 
nearly as this can be done, for it is im- 
possible to calculate the results exactly, 
we have the results indicated below: 

PRESENT MAXIMUM. 

City, educational purposes, library, 
parks, sanitary district, and county, $5; 
and outside the Juul law school building 
fund, $2.50; state, about 50 cents; city, 
excess over Juul law rate, 30 cents;

So far as the rate of taxation is con- 
cerned it appears that F per cent is a fair 
and reasonable figure. Those who criti- 
cise this rate must show that our present 
income is sufficient for our needs, and 
that bond issues for permhnent improve- 
ments are unnecessary. If it is indeed 
true that Chicago’s income is already am- 
ple, and that further public improvements 
are superfluous, then the tax rate is 
wrong and the whole charter movement 
is a mistake. The incontrovertible facts 
are that Chicago’s municipal revenue is 
lower than that of any other great city 
in the world; that a first class city can- 
not be maintained on a second class in- 
come; and that a lower maximum rate 
than 5 per cent would have failed to 
carry out the plan of placing Chicago 
among the leading cities in public as it 
already is in private enterprise.

DEMAND FOR BETTER WAGES 


Effort to Have Charters of Telegraph 
Companies Revoked. 


An army of union organizers, including 
both men and women, is preparing to swoop 
down upon Chicago's hotels and clubs to 
wipe out the tipping evil. Incidentally, the 
organizers expect to bind bellhops,’’ house- 
men, chambermaids, and other hotel and club 
help into one great organization for the pur- 
pose of demanding “ living wages and decent 
food and lodging, where such is a part of the 
pay of employés."’ | 

It is expected to use the superfluous energy 
of the striking telegraph operators, which 
now is wasted in parks and streets, by con- 
verting each and every striker into an organ- 
izer: It is estimated that if each of the 2,000 
etrikers can @rral one hotel employé the 
new union will begin its existence with the 
strongest organization of any union of the 
kind in the country. 7 

The idea was broached at the afternoon 
meeting of telegraphers at Brand's hall by 
Max Morris, vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor and an officer of the 
Retail Clerks’ union of Denver. 

Morris first suggested that an effort be 
made at once to strengthen the clerks’ union 
of Chicago, but it later was decided that the 
hotel employés were in greater need of the 
uplifting influeféce of unionism. 


Tells Hotel Employes’ Troubles.

At some of the 
best hotels in the city the employés are com- 
pelled first to offer the food to their guests, 
then to the dogs and pets of the guests, and, 
if refused all around, the empioyés get to 
eat it. Their quarters are about as good. 
Such space as couldn't be used for anything 
else is generously tur over to the em- 
ployes.“

FISH SILENT ON 
HARAHAN RETORT 


Friends of Former President 
of I. C. Deny Five Years’ 
| Estrangement. 


CITE HARRIMAN PLEDGE. 


Incident of Last Annual Meeting 
of Directors Given to Sup- 
port View. 


New ork, Aug. 30.—[Special.]—The fight- 
ing factions in Illinois Central, or, to be 
more exact, nonfighting representatives of 
the fighting factions, took notice today of 
President Harahan’s Chicago stand upon 
dignity and the decision of the spokesman of 
the Harriman directors that Stuyvesant Fish 
didn't really hit Mr. Harahan, but simply 
choked him and cuffed him and tossed him 
aside. | 

With Mr. Fish himself the episode, as be- 
fore, was treated as a matter of action 
rather than words. All he would say was 
this: 

“The Harahan incident was closed when 
I left the Illinois Central offices on Wednes- 

day. What he may now see fit to give out, 

after his return to Chicago, does not inter- 
est me, nor will it lead me to break the 81 
lence which I have maintained.’’ 


Facts on Friendship Issue. 

On the statement of Mr. Harahan in Chi- 
cago that Mr. Fish’s actions had severed 
their friendship several years prior to 106 
the Fish adherents produced facts. 

A representative of one of the Fish direct- 
ors showed a long string of newspaper elip- 
pings. The general trend of them was em- 
bodied in a dispatch to a New York paper 
which espoused the Harriman cause. The 
dispatch was published in the middle of Uc- 
tober. 

Everything that was said about me in cer- 
tain publications indicating that I have be- 
come a foe of Mr. Fish,” Mr. Harahan was 
reported as saying by way of resenting an 
insinuation cf desertion, ‘‘ is absolutely un- 
true. I am not a Harriman man and I deny 
the insinuation.”’ 

Mr. Fish, this representative said, early in 
the campaign became convinced that Mr. 
Harahan was more tightly bound to Mr. Har- 
riman than to himself. The conviction had 
to be driven into him, however, and it was 
only driven in when Mr. Fish learned, be- 
yond the peradventure of a doubt that in 
July, weeks before the meeting at which he 
was dsposed, Mr. Harahan had signed a 
paper in which he, together with other di- 
rectors previously friendly to Mr. Fish, 
pledged themselves to carry out Mr. Harri- 
man’s desires. 


Fish Told at Last Moment. 

“Mr. Fish and every one eise knew he 
was beaten when he went into the meet- 
ing in November for the election ofa pres- 
ident,’’ this representative continued. But 
both Mr. Fish and his close friends insisted 
on a showdoggp, for the sole purpose of de- 
termining nes the actions of Mr. Hara- 
han and one two others comported with 
their professions of truth. Mr. Fish told 
Mr. Harahan of his decision the morning 
of the meeting, and not until then did the 
latter let him know that he had taken a 
position against him and was to get his 
office. Mr. Fish simply replied that he 
would go to the meeting and see him doit.“ 

Minor members of the Harriman following 
expressed no approval of Mr. Harahan's 
position from any standpoint. Whatever 
may be said of Mr. Harriman, they contend- 
ed, he is a fighter who has never been known 
to quail or shirk before any one.

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WHIP MOORS IN FIERCE FRAY 


an 


Bed Coat of Cald Marks Nattves” Van; 
Battle Lasts Three Hours. 


CASABLANCA, Aug. 29.—Thefighting yes- 
terday near the French camp between the 
Moors and the forces under Gen. Drude was 
one of the most serious engagements since 
the ocoupation of Casablanca. The Moor- 
ish attack was quite unexpected and the 
tribesmen, as on previous occasions, showed 
absolute fearlessness. The caid with the 
red coat was again prominent and his flam- 
ing bernouse was seen in the thickest of the 
fray, 
This engagement, like that of Aug. 18, 
began with the ambushing of @ French re- 
connoitering party by Moorish Oé@vairy. The 
French at first drove the enemy off, but the 
‘natives reoetved reinforcements and this 
obliged Gen. Drude to send out a detachment 
to extricate his reconnoitering party, 


Form Square to Meet Attack. 

After the first contact it was believed that 
the engagement was over, but as soon as the 
natives had been reinforced they reappeared 
in great numbers from two direotions. The 
Spahis and irregular Algerian cavalry, who 
composed the reconnoitering party, found 
themselves almost surrounded by the sec- 
ond attack, but they formed a square and 
slowly fell back until the reinforcements 
arrived, 
Then the tide of battle turned. Native 
auxiliaries charged the Moors, sabering 
them furiously, and the enemy finally broke 
and fied in disorder. In the meanwhile 
the French warships had showered shells 
into the hills where the natives were shel- 
tered. 


Battle Lasts Three Hours. 

The engagement lasted three hours, The 
line of battle extended over two miles and it 
is estimated that over 12,000 Moors were en- 
The loss of the latter is not known, 
but it is belleved to have been heavy. French 
officers counted the bodies of twenty Moors 
in one roadway, The French loss was fifteen 
men killed and wounded. 

This afternoon another French reconnoiter- 
g party was attacked by 1.800 Moors. a‘he 
atives, however, were beaten off with tne 
aid of the guns of the cruisers Gloire and 
Gueydon. These two vessels also bombarded 
the beach Deyond Casablanca, where a force 
of Moorish cavalry had gathered. The 
Moors were soon dispersed by the fire. 


Missionaries Face Fez Dangers. 
TANGIDR, Aug. 80.—AD the foreign resi- 
dents of Fez, except the American mission- 
aries, arrived here today by way of El- 
Araish, and were welcomed with heartfelt 
enthusiasm by the entire diplomatic corps. 
Although warned by the American minister 
‘Samuel R. Gummere, to leave Fez with the 
other Christian residents the missionaries 
elected to remain and continue their work 
at their own risk. The entire foreign colony 
thrills with admiration for this devoted band 
of Christian workers and is anxious regard- 
ing their safety, Communication between 
here and Fez has been practically cut off as 
a result of Raisuli’s victory over the troops 
of the sultan; he is now master of the inter-

FEELS BURDEN OF GUILT. 


Message Sent to Contractor to 
Stop Work Pending Inquiry 
Probably Delayed. 


New York, Aug. 80.—[Special.]—The lives 


of all the men whe were killed in the collapse 
of the huge cantilever bridge across the 
St. Lawrence river at Quebec Thursday 
afternoon at 5:30 o’clock might have been 
paved if a telegram sent from New York 
Thursday morning had been recelved and 
heeded, according to a statement made today 
by Theodore Cooper of 45 Broadway. Mr. 
Cooper has been the consulting engineer in 
charge of the work. 

Mr. Cooper feels keenly the accident that 
cost so many lives, and reproaches himself 
for not having visited the work in two years, 
though his ill health has kept him close to 
town, and he has tried to obtain his release 
from the responsibility of serving as the 
consulting engineer in this work because 
of his poor health. 


Warned by Inspector. 

“Thursday morning my inspector came 
down to my office,”” went on Mr. Cooper, 
and told me that things did not look well 
for the bridge. He thought that it ought to 
be looked into. Immediately I wired the 
man in charge of the work there to get off 
the Dridge and stay off it until it could be 
examined. 

“I don’t Know what happened to the tel- 
gram. It may have been delivered during 
the morning or afternoon or it may be that 
the strike of the telegraphers tied it up 
until it got to the bridge too late. I have not 
received any details of the accident my- 
self, though late Thursday I got word that 
the bridge had collapsed. I ordered my 
inepector to go there at once and gather 
all the detaile he could. When he comes 
back I shall possibly be in a position to ad- 
vance some theory as to the cause of the 
Accident.“

REFORMS FAR REACHING. 


Fear of-Unseating of Manchus Causes 
Important Council of State. 


PHEKING, Aug. 80.—The imperial family of 
China is taking far reaching steps to retain 
its hold on the empire and save the throne 
from disloyal advisers. The ruling dynasty 
fis of Manchu origin, and fearing that the 
Chinese race proper is bent on unseating the 
Manchus it is proposed to amalgamate the 
two races. 


Council of State Called. 

A council of state, attended by high offi- 
cials from remote parts of the empire, began 
at the summer palace today to consider the 
condition of the empire and the suggestions 
of the memorialists for race amalgamation. 
The four main points are: 

1, The disbandment of the Manchu banner troops, 
the abolition of their pensions, and the submersion 
of their officers into the regular army.

emperor, 

8. Chinese females no longer will be permitted 
to bind up theif feet, and this will remove the dif- 
ference in the appearance between Chinese and 
Manchu women.

The government hopes that within 
ten years the two races will be indistinguishable. 

Empress Dowager Failing. 

The dowager empress is failing rapidly.

The theaters are closed and will 
so remain until after the funerals of the 
victims. 


Coroner Begins His Work.

The jury viewed the bodies of the victims 
and then adjourned until tomorrow. Mean- 
while search is being made for the missing 
motorman, MoCleary, who disappeared 
immediately after the crash.

Abbott is a member of the American Society 
for Psychical Research and has written on 
the.subject of fraudulent manifestations for 
the Journal of that society. Full exposure 
is made of the performances of several Chi- 
cago mediums whose fame is worldwide.

Francis Lynde, who was one of the first to 
get romance out of railroad life, and who 
has written several excellent stories of that 
sort, is the author of “HMPIRE BUILD- 
ERS,” a novel, published by Bobbs-Merrill 
company.
